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Buy Seed Early, Urges 
District Agriculturist 


EDMONTON. In a statement 
to the Press this week, J. M. Fon- 
taine urged Alberta farmers to 
buy seed early for sowing the 
1950 crop. “Don’t wait until 
spring to start looking for seed 


oats and barley,” he said. “Farm- 


ers can be safe or sorry—a word 
to the wise is sufficient.” 

Bar- 
ley is scarce too, and the time to 
look for it is now. The Alberta 
Dept. of Agficulture is doing all 
it can to make these cereals easy 
for you to buy. Your district agri- 
culturist and your service board 
supervisor are looking out for 
your interests but you can’t ex- 
pect them to do it all. 

If you need seed phone them 
now, or call the first time you are 
in town. If they know 
there’s seed for sal by— 
and they’ll know if there’s any 
around——they’ll be glad to tell 
you about it. 

The thing to remember is that 
every delay in making arrange- 
ments for seed grain will make it 
harder to obtain good seed. If 
you need seed, place your order 
now at your municipal office.

DON’T BUY WEEDS 

If vou have to buy seed get it 
now, but make sure of the qual- 
ity. The best seed you can buy is 
none too good. Too many weeds 
are going into the ground the 
seed drill way. If you buy seed in 
your own district, make sure that 
it is free from dangerous weeds. 
If seed has to be bought outside 
the district, buy only graded seed. 
Seed of this quality will save you 
a great deal of effort in eradi- 
cating weeds in future years.

This Man “Counts 
His Chicks Before 
They’re Hatched” 


MORINVILLE—Those cautious 
people who have been brought up 
on the maxim “Don't count your 
chickens before they’re hatched,” 
may not like to take a “setting” 
of the saying out of its context. 
But according to Wm. Pempeit of 
Morinville the saying doesn’t even 
belong. 

“Where would we hatchery men 
be if we didn’t count our chickens 
when setting, three weeks before 
the hatch comes off?’? Mr. Pem- 
peit would like to know. “Our 
customers write in months ahead 
for delivery of chicks on certain 
dates and its up to us to see that 
the day-old chicks are there as 
required when wanted. To do this 
we have to count our chickens, to 
know how many will be hatched.” 

Just back in Morinville from a 
tour of Alberta inspecting flocks 
for the provincial government, Mr. 
Pempeit said his new incubator 
will accommodate facilities for 
thousands more baby chicks in 
1950. The first hatch is due in 
February, with first setting Jan. 
22. The new Robbins Incubator, 
modern in every detail, will hold 
$2,000 eggs which increases the 
capacity of his hatchery four 
times. 

The Morinville Hatchery now 
has agents at Athabasca, Vimy, 
Pickardville, Thorhild, Waugh 
and Riviere Qui Barre. Mr. Pem- 
peit plans on establishing a hatch- 
ery at Athabasca in 1951.

55-25-W4, is on a quarter section 
obtained under farmout from Im- 
perial Oil. So far, the well has 
given was flows in four drillstem 
tests, one of them conducted in 
the Viking sands, the others in 
the Lower Cretaceous. No oil en- 
couragement was obtained in the 
D2 zone, as a drillstem test recov- 
ered oily, muddy salt water.

No germination tests—Samples 
graded on the assumption that 
percentage germination was satis- 


factory for the grade the sample 
would qualify for on purity stand- 
ards. 


All farmers from whom a sam- 
ple was taken are being notified 
of the grade their sample made. 

These samples were taken from 
seed drill or tiller seed boxes at 
random throughout the munici- 
pality. 

I believe many farmers will be 
surprised at the number of weed 
they were planting—one 
sample had over 800 weed seeds 
per pound of grain. 

Only nine samples were free of 
weed seeds and other grain. Every 
effort on the part of farmers 
should be made to improve the 
standard of seed being used. Seed 
facilities or rather the 
lack of them no doubt contributed 
to the amount of dirty seed used. 

The new seed cleaning plant at 
Morinville is a service available to 
all farmers and should help con- 
siderably in improving the qual- 
ity of seed used. Seed is cleaned 
at cost at this modern plant and 
all farmers are urged to make use 
of same. Contact the Municipal 
Office regarding the cleaning of 
grain or the supplying of seed re- 
quired for the coming season with- 
out delay. Good clean seed is the 
first step towards clean 
crops,

OLDTIMERS’ TALES of PEAVINE 


PART L 


All the early settlers of the pre- 
sent Peavine district came in from 
Edmonton over the _ Belvedere- 
Mosside-Peavine road, and what a 
mixed crowd they were. Almost 
every nationality, trade and call- 
ing under the sun was represent- 
ed by the eager settlers who 
thronged this road. Carpenters, 
bricklayers, ex-soldiers and sail- 
ors, coopers and tailors. All were 
there, and it is hard to say what 
calling was not represented, 
though it is certain that people 
with a farm background were in a 
tremendous minority. 


In that respect they resembled 
the drummer who was stranded in 
a country community over the 
week-end. On Sunday he went to 
church, but as it was a hot day he 
dropped off to sleep. The preacher, 
noticing that his whole congrega- 
tion was drowsy, determined to 
arouse them, and suddenly said, 
“All those who want to go to 
Heaven, stand up.” Everybody 
stood up except the drummer. “Sit 
down,” said the preacher, and then 
he said, “All those who want to 
go to Hell, stand up.” The drum- 
mer was having a nice sleep, but 
the noise of the congregation 
standing up and then sitting down 
had aroused him, and he awoke 
just as the preacher said, “stand 
up.” Immediately he stood up, 
then noticing that no one else of 
the congregation was standing, he 
realized that he had made a mis- 
take. Looking at the preacher, he 
said, “I don’t know what you are 
taking a vote on, Mr. Preacher, 
but it seems that YOU and I are 
a mighty big majority.” 

Farmers were indeed a minority 
among the tremendous influx of 
settlers who swarmed into the 
north-west at this time. It is 
easier to understand the rush to a 
newly-discovered gold area than it 
is to understand the rush to farm 
the bush country. 


Of particular interest to readers of the Onoway Westerner and 
the Lac Ste. Anne Chronicle, other readers too, however, who 
recall earlier Alberta days will enjoy reading Eustace Red- 
dish’s story of the Peavine Trail in the Sangudo district. 


One glance at the country was 
enough to show that no quick, easy 
success awaited the newcomer, but 
on they came in a seemingly end- 


less, confident stream. As a rule 
the first-comers selected the hay 
meadows, and then the rest look- 
ed the countryside over and took 
their pick of the available home- 
steads — all of which were tim- 
bered. In many cases it was neces- 
sary to clear a site for the first 
shack, yet each man thought that 
he had the best homestead in the 
west. Now it seems hard to ap- 
praise the spirit of optimism and 
confidence that was universal 
among the settlers of that time. 
Possibly at heart each individual 
had an urge to have a piece of 
land of his very own. This urge 
was almost impossible of fulfill- 
ment in the old lands, and had 
been dormant for generations, but 
with the opportunity that occur- 
red at the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century, for cheap travel and 
emigration and the acquisition of 
so-called free land in Canada, this 
urge swelled up, burst its bonds 
and resulted in a great influx of 
immigrants to this country who 
came -— whatever their previous 
trades or backgrounds -—— with the 
determination to get some of that 
“free land."’ But whatever the rea- 
son behind this mass movement, a 
portion of it came in an apparent- 
ly endless stream along this trail, 
and by 1908 there was a post of- 
fice at Peavine, and the road by 
this time was well defined. WELL 
DEFINED are the right words to 
describe this road. As I remember 
it, it was usually one long mud 
hole after another, particularly 
that portion of it that meandered 
through the bush from Twin 
Lakes, to Round Lake, to Chip

Lake (now Romeo Lake) at Pea- 
vine. There were plenty of mud 
holes along the rest of the road 
west of Belvedere, but they were 
not so close together and often 
there were stretches of good dry 
land between the mud holes where 
one could rest awhile or camp for 
the night. 


The best part of the road was 
east of Belvedere, where one 
crossed the Pembina on the ferry. 
That district had been settled a 
little earlier, some road work had 
been done, and by using two teams 
tandem the mail stage could make 
the trip from Riviere Qui Barre 
to Belvedere in a day. From Bel- 
vedere west the road was usually 
“vile,” and the mail courier often 
had a hagal time getting through, 
and at best it took a day and a 
half to go from Belvedere to Pea- 
vine, but often it was impossible 
for the mail to get through on 
schedule. 

James and Andy Henderson of 
Peavine had the mail contract be- 
tween Belvedere and Peavine, and 
they certainly frequently perform- 
ed near miracles to make connec- 
tions with the outgoing mail at 
Belvedere. There was traffic vo- 
lume of incoming mail in those 
days, and the mail courier’s demo- 
crat was always loaded to capa- 
city when leaving Belvedere as he 
carried the mail for the intermedi- 
ate post offices of Lawton and 
Mosside as well as the Peavine 
mail and mail for Roydale and 
Hathersage. 

The Paddle River had to be 
crossed at Mosside, where Lang- 
maid’s store and the Mosside post 
office were located; and the Little 
Paddle about two and a half miles 
further west. The years when this 
district was being settled were 
extra wet, and these rivers, par- 
ticularly the latter, were often in 
flood. The creek at Twin Lakes 
also had to be crossed and it, too, 
frequently overflowed its banks, 
washing away the bridge, so that 
at times it was necessary to take 
the mail over in a boat, swim the 
horse across and then drag the 
democrat across with a cable be- 
fore the mail could proceed. It's 
difficult to keep schedules under 
such conditions. 

During the first few years that 
we were at Peavine there was at 
least once every year when it rain- 
ed for three days and three nights 
without stopping. Of course we 
couldn't say for certain that it had 
rained every minute that we were 
asleep, but when it was raining 
at bedtime, and it was also rain- 
ing when we got up the next 
morning and there was no break 
in the clouds, then we assumed 
that it had rained all night. It 
was very wet in 1911 after the end 
of June. We lived in a tent that 
summer and at one time it rained 
steadily (to the best of our knowl- 
edge), for five days and five 
nights with only one intermission 
of about ten minutes duration. We 
had a minute portable stove which 
used methylated spirits for fuel 
and which was a godsend during 
this five-day rain as we were able 
to boil the kettle and make a cup 
of tea at meal times. The fuel gave 
out just about the time the rain 
quit, and then it was no easy mat- 
ter lighting a fire outside as 
everything was saturated. This 
rain caused such bad floods that 
the mail was unable to get in or 
out for three weeks. Then the mail 
courier, James Henderson, made 
an attempt to get through, and my 
father went with him. After con- 
siderable trouble and delay they 
finally reahed the Little Paddle, 


west of Mosside, only to find the 
bridge washed out and the whole 
country under water. So they left 
the team and democrat at Fluetts, 
got Fluetts to take them and the 
mail across he valley in his boat, 
and then they carried the outgoing 
mail the two-and-a-half miles to 
Mosside.There they got a team 
and rig from the Mosside post- 
master and storekeeper, Mr. Lang- 
maid, and headed for Belvedere. 
The only team they could get was 
a team of mares, each with a 
young colt, and every time one of 
the colts saw a strange horse, it 
(or both), would rush away to get 
acquainted, and Jim would have to 
wade through the mud and chase 
it (or them) back to mother. 


On this trip, too, they saw a 
homesteader using sleighs — he 
apparently found it easier to slip 
over the July mud with a sleigh 
than to get around with a wagon. 
This trip was one of the worst the 
mail courier ever experienced, it 
being midnight of the second day 
before they arrived at the Belve- 
dere post office. 

Gradually the road got better 
(better, of course, is only a rela- 
tive term) and then the mail got 
through with its customary regu- 
larity, but at no time was it ever 
a picnic for the mail courier. 

That part of the Peavine Trail 
between Cohn’s on Lake Romeo 
and Twin Lakes was usually the 
worst. That is not surprising when 
one considers that it was only a 
trail just wide enough for a wagon 
cut through the dense poplar, and 
as the wagon wheels bounced over 
the tree roots across the road they 
dug in on the other side, and it 
wasn’t long before a mudhole de- 
veloped. Nothing was ever done to 
improve the road except that tra- 
vellers would replace broken poles 
on the decks of the various 
bridges. One never travelled with- 
out an axe and logging chain, and 
when a mud hole looked too bad, 
one simply cut a few trees down 
so that he could get around it, and 
as few roads were more travelled 
than this, such places became very 
numerous. Naturally many set- 
tlers were novices with oxen on 
the trail and so had troubles that 
the more experienced managed to 
avoid. A few of them gave up be- 
fore reaching their destination, 
selling their outfits for a fraction 
of their value and then heading 
back to Edmonton 
easier life. 

Not many did that, most of them 
kept going and finally made out 
alright. I heard one settler who 
was three weeks making five miles 
between Twin Lakes and Lake 
Romeo. He would get stuck in a 
mud hole, unload all his freight on 
his wagon, pull out of the mud 
hole, load up his freight again and 
move ahead only to get stuck 
again a few yards further on and 
have to unload again. This hap- 
pened time after time and the mail 
courier told me that he passed this 
man every mail trip for three 
weeks before he got out of the tim- 
ber. Doubtless this man’s team 
was overloaded and he was un- 
willing to leave part of his load 
by the roadside, being afraid it 
might be stolen while he went to 
his destination with a load his 
team could handle, and then re- 
turn for that part of his load he 
had “cached,” 

It was not an uncommon thing 
for settlers, when they found they 
were overloaded on this bad 
stretch of road, to leave part of a 
load by the roadside and to pick 
it up later. It was perfectly safe 
to do in those days, and I never 
heard of anyone losing anything 
when he had to follow such a 
course, 

In the fall of 1911 we bought a

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WHAT’S YOUR GAME, MR. GORDON? 


Residents of Alberta served by Canadian National Rail- 
ways branch lines are going to have their railway service cut 
in half. Why? Because of a coal shortage. Where? Some- 
where in Pennsylvania, or Ontario, or some other remote part 
of the world. 

But someone ought to tell Donald Gordon, new president 
of the Canadian National that there is no coal shortage in Al- 
berta, Alberta operators and miners are ready and willing 
to increase coal production to the limit to keep the wheels of 
railway and industry moving at a steady pace. 

We suspect reduction in train services by Mr. Gordon 
at this time is not caused entirely by reduced coal supplies. 
The CNR has been losing money lately and Mr. Gordon has 
some sort of reputation as a financial wizard. So to maintain 
his reputation he is going to cut CNR service down, down, 
down until the National system shows a profit. 

It doesn’t matter to Mr. Gordon that the Canadian people 
will ‘lack train service they are entitled to on their own 
government-owned railway. It doesn’t matter, apparently 
that railroaders across the country will be thrown out of 
work. 

And as he hasn't heard that Alberta has plenty of coal, 
he won't mind that the reduced train services in Alberta will 
reduce output of Alberta mines and throw miners out of work. 

Alberta people can understand straight talk from national 
leaders. But reducing train services in coal-rich Alberta, and 
blandly excusing the action with talk of coal shortage is so 
much double talk. 


WHEAT WANTED 


Western farmers are asked to speed deliveries of wheat 
in order to provide the Wheat Board with ample supplies to 
enable the five-year pool to be cleaned up as quickly as pos- 
sible. This request was made by Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, minister 
of trade and commerce, in an interview given at Ottawa last 
week. He said there was a danger of Canada selling more 
wheat to foreign customers than can be supplied from avail- 
able stocks. It seems that there is an excellent demand for 
Canadian wheat so far this season. The United Kingdom is 
taking 140 million bushels as per contract and many other 
nations have been avid purchasers, including Iraq, Iran, Israel, 
India and Japan. In addition, the domestic demand is sub- 
stantial. 

The volume of Canadian wheat available for export and 
carryovor is 319,100,000 bushels as compared with 330,300,000 
last year. Under the International Wheat Agreement, Can- 
ada has contracted to supply 203 million bushels to participat- 
ing importing countries. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Howe said there is a good demand both 
domestic and foreign, for Canadian flax, oats, barley and 
rye, 


THE YEAR'S TRAGIC RECORD

Surely such a letter ask- 
ing, as it does, for a spirit of un- 
selfishness, peace, integrity, toler- 
ance, service, equity security, love 
to God and love to man (which I 
think represents a pretty good 
branf of Christianity}, deserves a 
better fate. 


Now as a cleryman I suggest 
you put on the proper address and 
let it be “a letter to God” in a 
form of a prayer for these things 
so necessary for human welfare 
and happiness. I think perhaps 
that is what you mean, anyway, 
but people do not think in terms 
of writing to God. 


I did hear of one letter address- 
ed to God, probably written by 
home little girl who had the right 
idea. This letter visited some of 
the world’s capital cities, and 
finally was returned marked 
“address unknown.” Full address 
is “Our Father Who Art in 
Heaven.” 


It is not merely to be critical 
that I write, but to stimulate a 
little more serious thought upon 
something very important em- 
bodied in the editorial. Why 
should it be thought strange to 
write to God? 

Writing is a means of communi- 
cation, even as speaking or music. 
We speak to God in prayer, Dis- 
tance or locality is not always a 
deciding factor as to whether we 
write or speak, for writing is nec- 
essary for purposes of record.

Why should we be unless 
there exists unpardoned = guilt in 
the soul The New Testament 
recognizes the necessity of a per- 
sonal relationship 

Letters or parcels from friends 
give a thrill and bring joy and 
happiness. Gratitude will express 
itself in a thank you letter or 


some other means. Every good 
and perfect gift cometh from 
above God gave His Son, He 


gives eternal life, He daily loadeth 
us with His benefits. A thank you 
letter would be in order. 

Of course there are other letters 


we should write God A bread 
and butter type letter, “Give us 
this day our daily bread.” Some 


of us may need to write a bua- 
ness letter to God. What have we 
done with the gift of His Son? 
As free moral agents we can either 


accept or reject Him as. our 
Saviour, but common decency de- 
mands that we give a reply 

A love letter is probably the 
best of all letters. When prayer is 
answered it ceases to be prayer 
and becomes correspondence, Cor- 
respondence is indispensable to 
the fullest development of person- 
ality Perfect love casteth out 
fear, and into love there comes 
some sense of equality.

Two Hills: Success Story 


One of the last sections of rail- 
way to be built before the dawn 
of the Great Depression in 1930, 
was the C.P.R. line between Ed- 
monton and Lloydminster via Two 
Hills. It spanned the length of 
Eagle Municipality which has of- 
fices in Two Hills. As an area that 
had been only 
recently settled, 
when other sec- 
tions were at 
least one genera- 
tion old, the vil- 
lage of Two 
Hills had a hard, 
uphill battle in 
the short 20-year 
period between 
the wars. 


While scores 
of other points 
had_ railways 
and newspapers 
Two Hills had 
none. The rea- 
son was easy to find. Sparsely set- 
tled, the railways did not see at 
the time prospect of good profits; 
and with most of the settlers from 
Europe with little or no knowledge 
of the English language, no prin- 
ter could be interested in estab- 
lishing at Two Hills. 


A LIVE-WIRE COMMUNITY 

In 1928 the railway came and 
with it more settlers. These new 
Canadian farmers worked hard 
and so have their sons and daugh- 
ters. The consequence is that when 
war in 1939 brought demand for 
good farm crops with good prices 
the farmers of Eagle Municipal 
District were ready to deliver the 
goods. The district ,and the towns 
within it have prospered. Even in 
the past five years since I was 
last in Two Hills I see about 100 
per cent improvement. 


PROSPEROUS COMMUNITY 
In addition to the municipal dis-

trict office in Two Hills there is 
also a large public school, school 
division offices, municipal hospi- 
tal, several fine garages, recrea~ 
tion hall and a fine, modern 
“LUX” theatre. 

There are also many good 
stores, including a prospering Co- 
op store, cold storage locker plant, 
modern hotel and good restaur- 
ants, drug store and other business 
places. 

There is an active Board of 
Trade. The local barrister, Michael 
Ponich is Social Credit member in 
the Alberta legislature. There is a 
dry cleaning plant and photogra- 
pher’s shop. 

All this, and much more, in a 
village that didn’t even have train 
service to» Edmonton twenty-odd 
years ago!

The Board of Trade 
and the Municipal District Council 
have been working towards this 
end for some years. Now their 
efforts in this respect have ended 
in success With the establishment 
of the Two Hills Reporter.

It joins 
with other enterprising Alberta 
villages and towns for which 
Community Publications publishes 
the weekly paper. 

Besides local news, the Reporter 
will publish all news of the Muni- 
cipal District, Health Services, 
School Division and Agricultural 
Service Board. It will be sent to 
all ratepayers in the trading area 
of Two Hills. 

P.S.: I saw the two hills from 
which Two Hills gets its name. 
Now I can hardly wait to see the 
hairy hill of Hairy Hill fame.

Warning From 


Australia 

The people of Australia have 
tossed out the Socialist govern- 
ment of J. B. Chifley and placed in 
power a coalition of Liberals and 
Country Party members who made 
anti-socialism the main plank in 
their campaign. 

There is a moral for Canadians 
in the downfall of the Australian 
socialists. First elected in 1941, 
they proceeded on orthodox soc- 
ialist lines, with the support of 
the majority of the Australian 
people, until Chifley became prime 
minister in 1945.

LONDON -—- British output is 
still increasing. The index of pro- 
duction for October, 1949, shows 
a rise of 2 points over the preceed- 
ing month and an increase of 8 
points over the corresponding per- 
iod of last year. 

With 1946 equalling 100, the in- 
dex number for all industries is 
134 — with manufacturing indus- 
tries at 138. Since the size of the 
labor force has shown no material 
change over September-October, 
this latest increase can be attri- 
buted to additional output of the 
individual worker.

Waiting List For 
Telephones Increases 


More people than ever are 
seeking telephones, according to 
Edmonton Telephone Department 
officials. 

They report that an increase of 
2252 applications have been re- 
ceived since November. 

While equipment deliveries are 
being made more. steadily now 
than in any period since the war, 
deliveries still aren’t adequate. 
During 1949 more than 4,000 new 
telephones were installed in Ed- 
monton, yet the demand still is 
increasing. “The city seems to 
be gaining about 15,000 persons 
a year and every new family must 
desire a telephone,” one official 
remarked. 

If they live on the south side 
or in the northeast areas, new- 
comers face a considerable wait. 
for service, as some applications 
in these districts have been on 
file for several years. 

Applications for service in the 
northeast exchange number 3,287. 
On the south side, 3,045 applicants 
seek service. Least applications 
are for the main exchange service, 
the central area requiring only 
1,489 sets. In the west end ex- 
change applications number 1,481.

I Resolve 


This is the time of the year for 
New Year resolutions. What better 
resolutions can you make than to 
plan your housework so you have 
more time to yourself? Probably 
you spend at least one-third to 
one-half your day preparing, ser- 
ving and clearing away meals, 80 
why not start off by refusing to 
spend hours in the kitchen cut- 
ting, chopping, stirring and cook- 
ing foods which will have little nu- 
tritive value by the time they are 
served? Plan to serve simple 
meals which not only taste good, 
but contain a sufficient amount of 
all foods for good health. 

Here are some ways to cut cor- 
ners in meal preparation but not 
the corners of a square meal: 


1. Take a look at your kitchen. 
Do you have your cooking uten- 
sils and baking supplies stored 
where you use them, or do you 
walk miles every time you bake 
a cake because nothing is handy? 
If so, take time to re-arrange your 
supplies. 


2. Plan your work ahead of time 
so that you make best use of your 
time. For example, the night be- 
fore you churn, bring in the cream 
so that it will be the right tem- 
perature, rather than waste time 
churning cream that is too cold. 


8. If you use a food chopper a 
great deal, put sandpaper, gritty 
side up, under the chopper to pre- 
vent it slipping off the table. 

4. Keep brown sugar soft by 
storing it in a covered container 
with half a carrot or apple, or, 
store it in a mason top jar, keep- 
ing a water-soaked piece of card- 
board in the jar cap. 

5. Measure to see how much the 
top of your vanilla bottle holds. 
Then use it as a measure instead 


of dirtving another measuring 
spoon. 
6. Keep standard measures in 


all your staple foods. Pat a mea- 
suring cup in your flour and sugar 
containers, a tablespoon in your 
coffee, teaspoons in your tea can- 
nister and baking powder can. 

7. Use an egg beater to remove 
lumps from gravy and cream 
sauce, or to make curdled custard 
smooth again. 

8. Put a paper serviette or soft 
newspaper in the strainer when 
emptying the teapot. Pick up the 
paper and discard. There will be 
no leaves to stick to the strainer. 

9. Keep a small jar with tightly 
fitting lid on hand in which to 
blend flour and liquid for thicken- 
ing gravies and sauces. 

10. Use easy methods to elimin- 
ate work. Try new, quick mix me- 


ce aa 


thods for cakes. Use one cup to 
measure several ingredients. Serve 
oven meals to save continual 
watching and stirring while bak- 
ing. 

11. If you naven't a bake board, 
use a piece of canvas on which to 
roll out biscuit and pastry dough. 
Dough doesn’t stick to canvas eas- 
ily. After you have finished roll- 
ing out your dough, simply fold up 
the canvas and put it away until 
next time. This saves you wash- 
ing off the kitchen table every 
time you make pies or biscuits. 

12. Instead of rolling out cook- 
ies, drop the dough from a spoon 
on the greased baking sheet, Then 
flatten the balls of dough with a 
damp cloth stretched tightly over 
the flat bottom of a water glass. 

13. Prepare foods, that can be 
stored without losing food value, 
in large quantities. These include 
salad dressings and baking mixes. 
Mix dry ingredients and fat for a 
large guantity of pastry or bak- 
ing powder biscuits. Keep covered 
in a cold place. When needed, add 
the liquid required for the amount 
being used. Besides saving you 
time, using pie mix may help you 
make better pastry, for if you 
have added too much liquid, you 
add more pie crust mix instead of 
more flour. In this way you keep 
the proportion of flour and shor- 
tening right. In preparing baking 
mixes, the dry ingredients should 
be thoroughly mixed when they 
are measured. Several siftings are 
necessary.

Seed Supplies 


All farmers who have to buy 
seed should do so without delay. 
This is the shortest seed year since 
1937, and Alberta’s Field Crops 
Commissioner A. M. Wilson, warns 
that the limited amount of good 
quality oats and barley grown in 
the province this year should be 
used for seed and not for feed. 
This will be possible only if farm- 
ers who need seed arrange to buy 
now. 

The man who has good oats and 
barley for sale can dispose of it 
readily and unless our own farmers 
make known their requirements 
now much of this good quality grain 
will leave the province. Good seed 
oats are needed in eastern Canada 


By R J. SCOTT 
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and large quantities of good barley 
have a market in the United States. 
To the farmer who has to buy seed 
this means that every delay in pur- 
chase will make the problem of ob- 
taining seed of suitable quality 
more difficult. 


Those who have grain that can be 
cleaned to seed grade should make 
use of it, but make sure that the 
germination is satisfactory. If you 
have to buy, ask your District Agri- 
culturist, Municipal Supervisor, or 
Municipal Secretary about seed 
available locally. If there is no 
seed in the district, see your eleva- 
tor agent. Grain companies have 
always helped in supplying seed 
and they will bring in carloads of 
seed if farmers place their orders 
early. Delay is dangerous. Make 
sure of seed supplies now

Edmonton M.P.’s 
Report To Association 


EDMONTON — The Edmonton 
Liberal Association heard from 
the two Ottawa members at a re- 
cent meeting, their news and 
views from the capital. Members 
also aired views of their own and 
passed 11 resolutions to point their 
ideas on record. 


Delegates’ expenses to the an- 
nual convention in Calgary, Feb- 
ruary 1st and 2nd, and fixing of 
the convention city as either Ed- 
monton or Calgary made up two of 
the resolutions. 


In the provincial and federal 
field, pensions for unsupported 
widows without means were re- 
commended to be given at 60 
years of age. The incurables and 
maimed not supported by the 
Workmen's Compensation Act, 
pension for the blind, or the old 
age pension, were recommended 
pensioned or given relief similar 
to that provided for the blind. 


A recommendation to increase 
the old age pension to that given 
to the pensioners of British Co- 
lumbia was passed but came 
under lengthy debate from the 
floor. An amendment from _ the 
floor which would have abolished 
the means test was defeated. A 
resolution was passed which re- 
commended that all Canadian 
citizens be given the right to use 
the census records as proof of age 
when birth certificates are un- 
available. 

Recommendation that the Al- 
berta government relax certain 
restrictions in regard to the fed- 
eral plan of hospitalization was 
made. The present system of 
hearing family non-support cases 
in magistrates’ courts was recom- 
mended changed to a_ system 
where cases would be heard in 
private. 

The meeting was opened to 
motions coming from the floor. 
A recommendation was made 
which would change the present 
divorce laws, passed but met op- 
position from women present.
